Mrs. Vivian Mathis, who posed 
as the wife of the late Verne C.

Nash’s wife, one of 
the original defendants, testified 
for the Government in return for 
her freedom. 

Judge Merrill E. Otis ordered 
that the two convicted women be 
released on their present bonds and 
that the four men be turned over 
to United States Marshal Henry 
Dillingham until tomorrow morning 
at 9:30 o'clock when they are to be 
taken before him for sentencing. 

After a conference with their at- 
torneys the four men were taken 
to the county jail. 

Henry L. Balaban, one of the de- 
fense counsel, announced that the 
verdict would be appealed. 

Farmer watched closely as the 
verdict was read, but he was un- 
aware of its nature until he saw 
his wife burst into tears. 


“Which one of us was it?” he 
asked. 

Mrs. Farmer restrained her sobs 
momentarily. 


“Both of us,” she said. 

It was disclosed that only one 
ballot was taken by the jury last 
night and that the vote was 11 tol 
for conviction. One ballot was 
taken on each defendant today and 
each was unanimous for conviction. 
Randall Wilson, Assistant United 
States District Attorney, said the 
“evidence fully justified the ver- 
dict.” 

Maximum penalty on conviction 
is two years in prison and a fine 
of $10,000.

The trial was unusual in that 
prosecution and defense witnesses 
testified to virtually the same set 
of facts but placed different inter- 
pretations on them. The Govern- 
ment alleged that Galatas and his 
wife conspired with Mrs, Nash to 
liberate Nash by arranging for her.

First report of the missing li- 
censes was made to the police by 
Kenneth C. Weir,.clerk at the State 
Auto License Office, 1701 Chestnut 
street. To Patrolman Thomas Hal- 
loran, stationed at the license of- 
fice, he reported that two pairs of 
1935 license plates were missing from 
a carton delivered at the office be- 
tween 10 and 11 a. m. on Dec. 20. 
They were numbers 355-549 and 
355-550 (white numerals on green), 
the last pairs in a carton of 50, con- 
taining Nos, 355-501 to 355,550. 

Weir said he noticed the carton 
was broken when Fred <Amad, 
chauffeur for the Slay Motor Ser- 
vice Co., 620 South Seventh boule- 
vard, delivered a consignment of 
plates. 

Inquiry disclosed this was one of 
1620 pasteboard cartons shipped 
from the penitentiary on Dec. 18, 
consigned to the license bureau, 
over the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
in car No. 46,318. This freight car 
was loaded within the prison walls 
by convicts under the slupervision 
of a prison guard and a Missouri 
Pacific checker. 

Rail Clerk Broke Car Seal. 

Byron Shamhoffer, chief special 
agent of the Missouri Pacific, told 
city detectives that the freight car 
was set on track 17 of the Missouri 
Pacific yards at Seventh and Cerre 
streets, between 8 and 9 a. m. on 
Dec. 20. About 9 a. m. J. E. Hayes, 
5972 Kennerly avenue, check clerk 
for the Missouri Pacific, broke the 
seal on the car in the presence of 
Fred Amad and Fred Rask, trans- 
fer drayman for the Slay company. 

Hayes, discovered the carton, with 
one end broken, counted the plates, 
discovered that only 48 pairs were 
in the carton, whereas there should 
have been 50. He sent for Chief 
Agent Shamhoffer and remained 
with the car until the latter’s ar- 
rival.

CA-PREMICR OF FRANCE 
JAILED FOREMBEZZLING 


Frederic Francois-Marsal, Op- 
ponent of War Debt Pay- 
ment, Gets 18 Months.

PARIS, Jan. 4.—Frederic Fran- 
cois-Marsal, former Premier of 
France, former Minister of Fin- 
ance and obdurate opponent. of 
payment of the French war debts 
to the United States, was sentenced 
to 18 months in jail for embezzle- 
ment. 

Francois-Marsal, formerly presi- 
dent of the board of directors of 
the Socoa company, was accused of 
responsibility for stockholders’ 
osses amounting to 29,000,000 francs 
($1,944,000). ‘ 

The court fined him 20,000 francs 
($1320) and costs. 

Francois-Marsal was Finance 
Minister in the Millerand Cabinet 
in 1920 and again in the Poincare 
Cabinet in 1924. His premiership 
lasted a matter of five days in June, 
1924, Parliament having voted a 
lack of confidence in him and his 
ministers after he had been in of- 
fice one day under President Mil- 
lerand. Millerand was forced to 
resign from the presidency because 
of the hostility of the Chamber of 
Deputies. 


MRS. ROOSEVELT WRITES 
PROSECUTOR ON SON’S ARREST 


Says Franklin D. Jr., Is Available 
for Appearance on Charge 
of Speeding. 

ORANGE, Conn., Jan. 4. — Both 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., son of 
the President, and his mother com- 
municated with the prosecutor of 
Orange yesterday relative to the 
son’s appearance in Town Court on 
a charge of speeding, and it seemed 
the case might be disposed of with- 
in a few days. 

Attorney David N. Torrance, 
Prosecutor of Orange, said he would 
be considerate of the Roosevelts’ 
wishes and he tentatively set the 
case for tomorrow, although if that 
is not satisfactory, it may be heard 
Monday.

WASHINGTON, Jan 4.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, addressing Con- 
gress in person today, proposed 
radical revision of the entire Fed- 
eral scheme of direct aid to the 
unemployed, and outlined a plan 
for a gigantic public works pro- 


gram and abandonment of the 
dole. The plan _ is designed to 
take 3,500,000 unemployed per- 


sons off the cash relief rolls. 


The President’s message on the 
state of the Union was in effect 
the formal opening of the seventy- 
fourth Congress. The two houses 
met in brief sessions yesterday and 
prepared for the President’s ap- 
pearance today in the chamber of 
the House of Representatives. The 
address to the joint session was 
broadcast and delivered in the 
blinding glare of motion picture 
lights. 

Message Keynote. 

The keynote of the message was 
economic security for the average 
American citizen and the necessity 
of continuing “a new order of 
things.” Most of the address, how- 
ever, was devoted to the proposed 
work program. There was no men- 
tion of budget balancing, taxation, 
the bonus, or the 30-hour week. The 
President spoke with pride about 
“a restored agriculture,” but gave 
warning that, “for the present and 
especially in view of abnormal 
world conditions, agricultural ad- 
justment with certain necessary 
}improvements in methods should 
continue,” 

The President introduced his 
work relief program by recalling 
his special message to Congress last 
June, when he said that the secur- 
ity of men, women and children of 
this country depended upon (1) the 
security of livelihood through the 
better use of the country’s national 
resources, (2) the security against 
the major hazards and vicissitudes 
of life, and (3) the security of de- 
cent homes. 

Referring to the security against 
the hazards and vicissitudes of life, 
the President said that in a few 
days he would send to Congress 
definite recommendations covering 
the broad subjects of unemploy- 
ment and old age insurance, “of 
benefits for children, for mothers, 
for the handicapped, for maternity 
care and for other aspects of de 
pendency and illness where a be 
ginning can now be made.” 

“Stark Fact Before Us.” 

After reviewing what the Federal 
Government had done for relief, in- 
cluding the expenditure of more 
than $2,000,000,000 in direct disburse- 
ments, and the public works pro- 
gram, the President bluntly de- 
clared: “But the stark fact before 
us is that great numbers still re- 
main unemployed. 

“A large proportion of these un- 
employed and their dependents have 
been forced on the relief rolls. The 
burden on the Federal Government 
had grown with great rapidity. We 
have here a human as well as an 
economic problem. When humane 
considerations are concerned, 


Americans give them precedence. 
The lessons of history, confirmed 
by the evidence immediately before 
me, show conclusively that con- 
tinued dependence upon relief in- 


duces a spiritual and moral disin-

you were telling us about the sec- 
ond note you received, and getting 
away from that moment and re- 
turning to the home again, you said 
you went into the room, I think on 
two occasions, after which or be- 
tween which, you went out with 
your rifle. Now will you tell us 
about the condition of the room 
with reference to whether or not 
there were any footprints of any 
kind at all in the room?” 

Lindbergh answered: “There were 
prints on the suitcase or on top of 
the suitcase which was under the 
window on the southeast side of the 
nursery. There was also at least 
one print on the floor beneath that 
window and inside of the suitcase 
which was on a small check and 
there was also, according to my 
best recollection, a print on the 
window-sill itself.” 

Testimony About Footprints. 

Continuing the examination: 

Q. What do you mean by a print, 
Colonel? <A. A deposit of yellow 
clay, I will call it. 

Q. Sort of a mud? A. Well, mud 
carries more of the distinction of 
blackness to me; it was a yellow- 
ish, red clay, such as outside of 
the house beneath that window. 
The length and approximately the 
breadth of a man’s foot, the prints 
were not as distinct as to be able 
to see the complete outline of a 
foot. But they were very definite- 
ly made by a man’s foot. 

Q. So that, as I understand it 
then, there were these—we will call 
them prints from the window sill 
in the direction of the crib, towards 
the crib. A. There was at least 
one between the window sill and 
the crib, in addition to the others. 

Q. When you talk about the chest, 
I show you exhibit S-11 and ask 
you whether or not the chest which 
appears on that exhibit right im- 
mediately adjoining the window is 
the chest that you refer to? A. It 
is. 

Meeting of Dr. Condon. 

The name of Dr. Condon was 
mentioned in testimony for the first 
time when Wilentz produced addi- 
tional ransom notes. 

“Eventually did you meet Dr. 
Condon?” “Yes. It was the eve- 
ning of March 9 or early in the 
morning of March 10.” 

“And through him did you re- 
ceive these notes?” “Yes, Dr. Con- 
don brought these with him to our 
home in Hopewell that evening.” 

Wilentz then offered three more 
ransom notes and their envelope as 
evidence. They were accepted. 

“Did you authorize Dr. Condon to 
conduct ransom negotiations?” Wi- 
lentz resumed. “Yes, I did.” 

Identifies Ransom Notes. 

One by one Wilentz presented the 
notes of that futile ransom cor- 
respondence. Lindbergh examined 
them all carefully, even reading one 
or two of the letters to make posi- 
tive identification. 

“Yes, that is one of the notes,” 
was his invariable reply. 

“This -was shown to me very 
shortly before the payment of the 
money in the cemetery,” he said 
crisply in identifying one of the 
last letters the kidnaper sent to 
“Jafsie.” 

Wilentz showed a faded scrap of 
paper, a section of a rotogravure 
section, 

“That,” said Lindbergh, “is part 
of a wrapping paper I saw at Dr. 
Condon’s home. In it was wrapped 
the sleeping suit.” 

Wilentz showed the Colonel a 
baby’s sleeping suit. “Wasn't this 
wrapped in that paper?” he asked. 

The Colonel looked at the small 
suit long and quizzically. After he 
had answered, “Yes, that is right,” 
he continued to gaze at the gar- 
ment in which his son slept his last 
sleep. Hauptmann stared intent- 
ly at Lindbergh as the suit was 
placed on exhibit. He Dlinked. 

_ The Trip to the Cemetery. 

Liridbergh came to the final note, 
which immediately preceded the 
ransom payment. 


“I was in Dr. Condon’s home in 
the Bronx,” he said; “it was April 
2, 1932. I saw Dr. Condon walk to 
the table and from beneath it he 
got a note. 

He said he did not see Dr. Condon 
get a note.” 

“As a result of that note, did you 
and Dr, Condon then depart in an 
auto?” “Yes, we did.” 

“Who was driving?” “I was.” 

Wilentz asked if they had money 
with them. “We had $70,000,” he 
said. “It was wrapped in brown 
paper and packed in a wooden box.” 
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“The time, Colonel?” “Approxi- 
mately half past eight.” 
In Auto, Heard Voice. 

“You sat in the car while Dr. 
Condon went into the cemetery?” 
“Yes,” 

“How far was the car from the 
cemetery?” “About two or three 
hundred feet.” 

“Dr. Condon walked along the 
cemetery,” Lindbergh continued 
“and went to the corner.” 

“And you sat in the car with 
$70,000?” “Yes. Dr. Condon stood 
at the corner a few moments and 
then turned back and started to 
walk back. Then I heard clearly 
a voice seeming to come from with- 
in the cemetery.” 

“And what did that voice say?” 
“Tt said ‘Hey, doctor! It was a for- 
eign accent.” 

“How many times did you hear 
that voice?” “Only once.” 

“Since that night in St. Raymond 
Cemetery, did you hear that same 
voice?” “Yes.” 

“Whose was that voice?” 
Hauptmann’s.” 

Payment of the $50,000. 


Hauptmann flushed slightly. A 
buzz went through the room, and 
the Court, busy with notes on the 
assertion, paid no heed to the com- 
motion. : 

Mrs. Hauptmann paled and trem- 
bled slightly when the words were 
uttered. 

Dr. Condon went off to confer 
with the kidnaper after the “Hey, 
Doctor,” hail. 

“He returned 
Lindbergh said. 

“Did you give him the money?” 
“I gave him part of it,” said the 
Colonel, explaining that Jafsie sug: 
gested only $50,000 be paid. 

He was asked to describe the box 
containing the ransom. 

Full Testimony on Voice. 


Col. Lindbergh's full testimony on 
the matter of hearing what he al- 
leged was Hauptmann’s voice, was 
as follows: 

Q. On the night of April 2, 1932, 
when you were in the vicinity of 
St. Raymond’s Cemetery and prior 
to deliveririg the money to Dr. Con- 
don and you heard a voice holler- 
ing, “Hey, doctor,” in some foreign 
voice, I think as you referred to it 
—since that time have you heard 
the same voice? A. Yes, I Lave. 

Q@. Whose voice was it, Colonel, 
that you heard in the vicinity of 
St. Raymond’s Cemetery that night 
saying, “Hey, doctor?” A. That 
was Hauptmann’s voice. 

Q. You heard it a second time 
where? A. At District Attorney 
Foley’s office in New York, in the 
Bronx.

Futile Search for Baby. 


The Colonel described how he 
made futile air trips over the sea 
in the vicinity of Gay Head, Mass., 
where the kidnaper’s note given to 
Dr. Condon when the ransom was 
paid in the cemetery that night 
Said the baby would be found. 

The actual payment of the ran- 
som required “10 or 15 minutes,” 
he said. 

Reviewing Lindbergh’s fruitless 
search for the baby following the 
ransom payment, Wilentz asked: 
“How many were in the plane that 
searched ?” 

“I don’t recall.” 


“Were you in the plane?” 
piloted it.” 

Lindbergh then retold how he 
last saw the child the Sunday night 
two days before the kidnaping. 

Then came the story of that 
identification at midnight in a 
Trenton morgue. 

“You saw that body?” “Yes.”

Wilentz then offered the witness 
to the defense for cross-examina- 
tion.

“What investigation did you make 
into the reputation of Whatelay?” 
“I talked to him.” 

“Beyond that?” 

“You didn’t look into his back- 
ground?” “I don’t recall.”

Placed Confidence in Police, 

“I placed my confidence in the 
police,” he replied. 

“As a man of the world,” said 
Reilly, “you know police are not 
infallible?”

“A good watch dog,” asked Reil- 
ly, referring to the fox terrier at 
the Lindbergh home. “I wouldn't 
say so,” said the Colonel. 

Reilly then asked if the dog had 
given any sign there was a prowler 
about the house the night of the 
kidnaping. 

“No, I wouldn’t expect any from 
that dog,” was the smiling reply. 
Reilly asked the last part of the 
answer be struck out and the court 
granted his motion. 

Tells of Return Home. 

Reilly then had Lindbergh tell 
how he arrived home the night of 
the kidnaping about 8 o’clock and 
went upstairs to wash before look- 
ing into the nursery where the baby 
was asleep. 

“Did you see Betty Gow when 
you went upstairs to the washroom 
a little after 8?” “No.” 

“Then you went downstairs to 
dinner?” “‘es.” 

“Did you sit in the dining-room 
facing the doorway?” “No.” 

“So the way you sat in the dining- 
room you could not see the hall- 
way?

Heard Nothing Suspicious.

Wilentz jumped to his feet. 

“Just a minute—just a minute,” 
he said, and made an objection to 
the question as irrelevant. Justice 
Trenchard sustained the objection 
and the question was unanswered. 

Wilentz said: “I want it under- 
stood that the State will object to 
questions involving the Colonel’s 
hearing rumors.”

Salaries were reduced 15 per 
cent soon after the Roosevelt in- 
auguration, but 10 per cent of this 
already has been restored. 

Some time ago the President said 
he expected prices to rise more 
and that employes should be re- 
turned to normal salaries next 
July.

The President declared that to 
handle the 3,500,000 remaining on 
Federal relief, who, he said, were 
the victims of a nationwide depres- 
sion caused by conditions which 
were not local but national, all 
emergency public works should be 
united in a single new and greatly 
enlarged plan. 

“With the establishment of this 
new system,” he continued, “we 
can supersede the Federal Emer- 
gency Relief Administration with a 
co-ordinated authority which will 
be charged with the orderly liquida- 
tion of our present relief activities 
and the substitution of a national 
chart for the giving of work.” 

Plan of Employment. 

The President said the adminis- 
tration of the emergency employ- 
ment program should be governed 
by the following principles: 

1. All work undertaken should be 
useful and not for just a day or a 
year.

ON RELIEF-COAL ORDER 


Say Illinois Purchases From 
Track-Side Retailers Will Ruin 
200 Off-Track Firms. 


One hundred and twenty-five in- 
dependent, off-track retail coal deal- 
ers met yesterday in East St. Louis 
to protest against an order issued 
by the Illinois Emergency Relief 
Commission Dee. 27, concentrating 
the relief coal business in the hands 
of 21 track-side dealers. 

The off-track dealers charged 
that the order fostered monopoly 
and threatened with bankruptey 
more than 200 small companies 
whose business was seriously cur 
tailed by loss of the relief sales. 
Prior to the order, persons on re 
lief were allowed to choose their 
dealers. 

The protesting dealers contend 
that the commission’s order would 
close many St. Clair and Madison 
County mines, inasmuch, they said, 
as 50 per cent of the coal mined 
is distributed to families on relief. 
The independents truck their coa! 
from local mines, whereas the track- 
side dealers ship in their coal over 
the railroads serving them. 

Both track-side and off-track 
dealers handling relief orders com- 
ply with NRA _ regulations and 
charge the same price, $4.54 a ton. 

Fred G. Austin, St. Clair County 
relief administrator, said the com- 
mission issued the order because 
the railroads give the State a 28- 
cents-a-ton freight rebate on relief 
coal, a reduction which cannot be 
offered by the independent deal- 
ers. The order applies to the en- 
tire State, Austin said.

EXT OF ROOSEVELT’S ADDRESS TO CONGRESS TODAY 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The text 


of President Roosevelt's message to 
Congress today follows: 
Mr. President, Mr. Speaker, 


members of the Senate and of 


the House of Representatives: 

The Constitution wisely provides 
that the chief executive shall re- 
port to the Congregs on the state 
of the Union, for through you, 
the chosen legislative representa- 
tives, our citizens everywhere 
may fairly judge the progress of 
our governing. 

I am confident that today, in 
the light of the events of the past 
two years, you do not consider it 
merely a trite phrase when I tell 
you that I am truly glad to greet 
you and that I look forward to 
common counsel, to useful co-op- 
eration, and to genuine~ friend- 
ships between us. 

We have undertaken a new or- 
der of things: Yet we progress to- 
wards it under the framework 


. and in the spirit and intent of the 
American Constitution. We have 


proceeded throughout the nation 
@ measurable distance on the road 
towards this new order. 

Materially, I can report to you 
substantial benefits to our agricul- 
tural population, increased indus- 
trial activity, and profits to our 
merchants. Of equal moment, 
there is evident a restoration of 
that spirit of confidence and faith 
which marks the American char- 
acter. Let him who, for specula- 
tive profit or partisan purpose, 
without just warrant would: seek 
to disturb or dispel this assurance, 
take heed before he assumes re- 
sponsibility for any act which 
slows our onward steps. 

Change Throughout World. 

Throughout the world change is 
the order of the day. In every na- 
tion economic problems, long in 
the making, have brought crises 
of many kinds for which the mas- 
ters of old practice and theory 
were unprepared. In most nations 
social justice, no longer a distant 
deal, has become a definite goal, 
and ancient governments are be- 
ginning to heed the call. 

Thus, the American people do 
not stand alone in the world in 
their desire for change. We seek 
it through tested liberal  tradi- 
tions, through processes which re- 
tain all of the deep essentials of 
that republican form of represen- 
tative government first given to 
a troubled world by the United 
States. 

As the various parts in the pro- 
gram begun in the extraordinary 
session of the Seventy-third Con- 
gress shape themselves in prac- 
tical administration, the unity of 
our program reveals itself to the 
nation. The outlines of the new 
economic order, rising from the 
disintegration of the old, are ap- 
parent. We test what we have 
done as our measures take root 
in the living texture of life. We 
see where we have built wisely 
and where we can do still better. 

The attempt to make a distinc- 
tion between recovery and reform 


is a narrowly conceived effort to 
substitute the appearance of real- 
ity for reality itself. When a man 
is convalescing from illness, wis- 
dom dictates not only cure of the 
symptoms but also removal of 
their cause. 
American Objective. 


It is important to recognize that 
while we seek to outlaw specific 
abuses, the American objective of 
today has an infinitely deeper, 
finer and more lasting purpose 
than mere repression. Thinking 
people in almost every country of 
the world have come to realize 
certain fundamental difficulties 
with which civilization must 
reckon. Rapid changes—the ma- 
chine age, the advent of universal 
and rapid communication and 
many other new factors have 
brought new problems. Succeed- 
ing generations have attempted 
to keep. pace by reforming in 
piecemeal fashion this or that at- 
tendant abuse. As a result, evils 
overlap and reform becomes con- 
fused and frustrated. We lose 
sight, from time to time, of our 
ultimate human objectives. 


Let us, for a moment, strip from 
our simple purpose the confusion 
that results from a multiplicity of 
detail and from millions of writ- 
ten and spoken words. 

We find our population suffer- 
ing from old inequalities, little 
changed by past sporadic rem- 
edies. In spite of our efforts and 
in spite of our talk, we have not 
weeded out the over-privileged 
and we have not effectively lifted 
up the under-privileged. Both of 
these manifestations of injustice 
have retarded happiness. No 
wise man h&aS any intention of 
destroying what is known as the 
profit motive: Because by the 
profit motive we mean the right 
by work to earn a decent liveli- 
hood for ourselves and for our 
families. 

Great Wealth and Power. 

We have, however, a clear man- 
date from the people, that Amer- 
icans must forswear that con- 
ception of the acquisition of 
wealth which, through excessive 
profits, creates undue private 
power over private affairs, and, 
to our misfortune, over public 
affairs as well. In building toward 
this end we do not destroy am- 
bition nor do we seek to divide 
our wealth into equal shares on 
stated occasions. We continue to 
recognize the greater ability of 
some to earn more than others. 
But we do assert that the ambi- 
tion of the individual to obtain 
for him and his a proper security, 
a reasonable leisure, and a decent 
living throughout life, is an am- 
bition to be preferred to the ap- 
petite for great wealth and great 
power. 

I recall to your attention my 
message to the Congress fiast 
June in which I said—‘Among 
our objectives I place the security 
of the men, women and children 
of the nation first.’ That remains 
our first and continuing task; 
and in a very real sense every 
major legislative enactment of

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this Congress should be a com- 
ponent part of it. 

In defining immediate factors 
which enter into our quest, l 
have spoken to the Congress and 
the people of three great divi- 
sions: 

1. The security of livelihood 
through the better use of the na- 
tional resources of the land in 
which we live. 

2. The security against the ma- 
jor hazards and vicissitudes of 
life. 

3. The security of decent homes. 

I am now ready to submit to 
the Congress a broad program 
designed ultimately to establish 
all three of these factors of se- 
curity—a program which because 
of many lost years will take many 
future years to fulfill. 

A study of our national re- 
sources, more comprehensive 
than any previously made, shows 
the vast amount of necessary 
and practicable work which needs 
to be done for the development 
and preservation of our natural 
wealth for the enjoyment and ad- 
vantage of our people in genera- 
tions to come. The sound use of 
land and water is far more com- 
prehensive than the mere plant- 
ing of trees, building of dams, 
distributing of electricity or re- 
tirement of sub-marginal land. It 
recognizes that stranded popula- 
tions, either in the country or the 
city, can not have security un- 
der the conditions that now sur- 
round them. 

To this end we are ready to 
begin to meet this problem—the 
intelligent care of population 
throughout our nation, in accord- 
ance with an intelligent distribu- 
tion of the means of livelihood 
for that population. <A definite 
program for putting people to 
work, of which I shall speak in 
a moment, ts a component part 
of this greater program of secur- 
ity of livelihood through the bet- 
ter use of our national resources. 


Security Against Hazards. 


Closely related to the broad 
problem of livelihood is that of 
security against the major haz- 
ards of life. Here also a com- 
prehensive survey of what has 
been attempted or accomplished 
in many.nations and in many 
states proves to me that the time 
has come for action by the Na- 
tional Government. I shall send 
to you, in a few days, definite 
recommendations based on these 
studies. These recommendations 
will cover the broad subjects of 
unemployment insurance and old 
age insurance, of benefits for chil- 
dren, for mothers, for the handi- 
capped, for maternity care and 
for other aspects of dependency 
and illness where a beginning can 
now be made. 

The third factor—better homes 
for our people—has also been the 
subject of experimentation and 
study. Here, too, the first prac- 
tical steps can be made through 
the proposals which I shall sug- 
gest in relation to giving work 
to the unemployed. 

Whatever we plan and whatever 
we do should be in the light of 
these three clear objectives of 
security. We cannot afford to 
lose valuable time in haphazard 
public policies which cannot find 
a place in the broad outlines of 
these major purposes. In 
spirit I come to an immediate 
issue made for us by hard and 
inescapable circumstance -—— the 
task of putting people to work. 
In the spring of 1933 the issue 
of destitution seemed to stand 
apart; today, in the light of our 
experience and our new national 
policy, we find we can put people 
to work in ways which conform 
to, initiate and carry forward the 
broad principles of that policy. 

The first objectives 
gency legislation of 1933 were, to 
relieve destitution, to make it 
possible for industry to operate 
in a more rational and orderly 
fashion, and to put behind indus- 
trial recovery the impulse of large 
expenditures in Government un- 
dertakings. The purpose of the 
National Industrial Recovery Act 
to provide work for more people 
succeeded in a substantial man- 
ner within the first few months 
of its life, and the act has con- 
tinued to maintain employment 
gains and greatly improved work- 
ing conditions in industry. 

The program of public works 
provided for in the Recovery Act 
launched the Federal Govern- 
ment into a task for which there 
was little time to make prepara- 
tion _and little American experi- 
ence to follow. Great employ- 
ment has been given and is being 
given by these works. 

More than two billions of dol- 
lars have also been expended in 
direct relief to the destitute. Lo- 
cal agencies of necessity deter- 
mined the recipients of this form 
of relief. With inevitable excep- 
tions the funds were spent by 
them with reasonable efficiency 
and as a result actual want of 
food and clothing in the great ma- 
jority of cases has been overcome. 


Many Still Unemployed. 

But the stark fact before us is 
that great numbers still remain 
unemployed. 

A large proportion of these un- 
employed and their dependents 
have been forced on the _ relief 
rolls. The burden of the Federal 
Government has grown with great 
rapidity. We have here a human 
as well as an economic problem. 
When humane considerations are 
concerned, Americans give them 
precedence. The lessons of history, 
confirmed by the evidence imme- 
diately before me, show conclu- 
sively that continued dependence 
upon relief induces a spiritual and 
moral disintegration fundamental- 
ly destructive to the national fi- 
ber. To dole out relief in this 
way is to administer a narcotic, a 
subtle destroyer of the human 
spirit. It is inimical to the dic- 
tates of sound policy. It is in 
violation of the traditions of 
America; Work must be found

for able-bodied but destitute work- 
ers. 

The Federal Government must 
and shall quit this business of 
relief. 

I am not willing that the vital- 
ity of our people be further 
sapped by the giving of cash, of 
market baskets, of a few hours 
of weekly work cutting grass, 
raking leaves or picking up pa- 
pers in the public parks. We 
must preserve not only the bodies 
of the unemployed from destitu- 
tion but also their self-respect, 
their self-reliance and courage 
and determination. This decision 
brings me to the problem of what 
the Government should do with 
approximately five million unem- 
ployed now on the relief rolls. 

About one million and a half 
of these belong to the group 
which in the past was dependent 
upon local welfare efforts. Most 
of them are unable for one rea- 
son or another to maintain them- 
selves independently — for the 
most part, through no fault of 
their own. Such people, in the 
days before the great depression, 
were cared for by local efforts— 
by states, by counties, by towns, 
by cities, by churches and by pri- 
vate welfare agencies. It is my 
thought that in the future they 
must be cared for as they were 
before. I stand ready through 
my own personal efforts, and 
through the public influence of 
the office that I hold, to help 
these local agencies to get the 
means necessary to assume this 
burden. 

The security legislation which 
I shall propose to the Congress 
will, I am confident, be of assist- 
ance to local effort in the care of 
this type of cases. Local respon- 
sibility can and will be resumed, 
for, after all, common sense tells 
us that the wealth necessary for 
this task existed and stil] exists 
in the local community, and the 
dictates’ of sound administration 
require that this responsibility be 
in the first instance a local one. 

There are, however, an addi- 
tional three and one-half million 
employable people who are on re- 
lief. With them the problem is 
different and the responsibility 
is different. This group was the 
victim of a nation-wide depres- 
sion caused by conditions which 
were not local but national. The 
Federal Government is the only 
rovernmental agency with suf- 
ficient power and credit to meet 
this situation. We have assumed 
this task and we shall not shrink 
from it in the future. It is,a duty 
dictated by every intelligent con- 
sideration of national policy to 
ask you to make it possible for 
the United States to give employ- 
ment to all of these three and 
one-half million employable peo- 
ple now on relief, pending their 
absorption in a rising tide of pri- 
vate employment. 

It is my thought that with the 
exception of certain of the nor- 
mal public building operations of 
the Government, all emergency 
public works shall be united in a 
single new and greatly enlarged 
plan. 

With the establishment of this 
new system we can supersede the 
Federal Amercen VBGJ.ccxQ(E 
Federal Emergency Relief Admin- 
istration with a co-ordinated au- 
thority which will be charged 
with the orderly liquidation of 
our present relief activities and 
the substitution of a national 
chart for the giving of work. 

New Works Program. 

This new program of emerg- 
ency public employment should 
be governed by a number of prac- 
tical principles. 

(1) All work undertaken should 
be useful—not just for a day, or 
a year, but useful in the sense 
that it affords permanent im- 
provement in living conditions or 
that it creates future new wealth 
for the nation. 

(2) Compensation on emergency 
public projects should be in the 
form of security payments which 
should be larger than the amount 
now received as a relief dole, but 
at the same time not so large as 
to encourage the rejection of op- 
portunities for private employ- 
ment or the leaving of private 
employment to engage in govern- 
ment work. 


(3) Projects should be under-. 


taken on which a large percent- 
age of direct labor can be used. 

(4) Preference should be given 
to those prejects which will be 
self-liquidating in the sense that 
there is a reasonable expectation 
that the Government will get its 
money back at some future time. 

(5) The projects undertaken 
should be selected and planned 
so as to compete as little as pos- 
sible with private enterprises. 
This suggests that if it were not 
for the necessity of giving useful 
work to the unemployed now on 
relief, these projects in most in- 
stances would not now be under- 
taken. 

(6) The planning of projects 
would seek to assure work during 
the coming fiscal year to the in- 
dividuals now on relief, or until 
such time as private employment 
is available. In order to make ad- 
justinent to increasing private 
employment, work should be 
planned with a view to tapering 
it off in proportion to the speed 
with which the emergency work- 
ers are offered positions with pri- 
vate employers. 

(7) Effort should be made to 
locate projects where they will 
serve the greatest unemployment 
needs as shown by present relief 
rolls, and the broad program of 
the National Resources Board 
should be freely used for guidance 
in selection. Our ultimate objec- 
tive being the enrichment of hu- 
man lives, the Government has 
the primary duty to use its emer- 
gency expenditures as much as 
possible to serve those who can- 
not secure the advantages of pri- 
vate capital. 

Ever since the adjournment of 


the Seventy-third Congress, the 
Administration has been studying 
from every angle the possibility 
and: the practicability of new 
forms of employment. As a result 
of these studies I have arrived at 
certain very definite convictions 
as to the amount of money that 
will be necessary for the sort of 
public projects that I have de- 
scribed. I shall submit these fig- 
ures in my budget message. I as- 
sure you how they will be within 
the sound credit of the Govern- 
ment. 
Suggests Work to Be Done. 


This work will cover a wide 
field, including clearance of slums, 
which for adequate reasons can- 
not be undertaken by private cap- 
ital; in rural housing of several 
kinds, where, again, private capi- 
tal is unable to function; in rural 
electrification: in the reforesta- 
tion of the great watersheds of 
the nation; in an intensified pro- 
gram to prevent soil erosion and 
to reclaim blighted areas; in im- 
proving existing road systems and 
in constructing national high- 
ways designed to handle modern 
traffic; in the elimination of 
grade crossings; in the extension 
and enlargement of the success- 
ful work of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps; in non-Federal work, 
mostly self-liquidating and highly 
useful to local divisions of gov- 
ernmei:.; and on many others 
which the nation needs and can 


.not afford to neglect. 


This is the method which I pro- 
pose to you in order that we may 
better meet this present day prob- 
lem of unemployment. Its great- 
est advantage is that it fits log- 
ically and usefully into the long 
range permanent policy of pro- 
viding the three types of security 
which constitute as a whole an 
American plan for the American 
people. 

I shall consult with you from 
time to time concernin other 
measures of national importance. 
Among the subjects that lie im- 
mediately before us are the con- 
solidation of Federal regulatory 
administration over all forms of 
transportation, the renewal and 
Clarification of the general pur- 
poses of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act, the strengthening 
of our facilities for the preven- 
tion, detection and treatment of 
crime and criminals, the restora- 
tion of sound conditions in the 
public utilities field through aboli- 
tion of the evil features of hold- 
ing companies,the gradual taper- 
ing off of the emergency credit 
activities of Government and im- 
provement in our taxation forms 
and methods. 


We have already begun to feel 
the bracing effect upon our eco- 
nomic system of a restored agri- 
culture. The hundreds of millions 


of additional income that farm- 
ers are receiving is finding its 
way into the channels of trade. 
The farmers’ share of the nation- 
al income is slowly rising. The 
economic facts justify the wide- 
spread opinion of those engaged 
in agriculture that our provision 
for maintaining a balanced pro- 
duction gave at this time the most 
adequate remedy for an old and 
vexing problem. For the present 
and especially in view of abnor- 
mal world conditions, agricultur- 
al adjustment with certain neces- 
sary improvements in methods 
should continue. 

It seems appropriate to call at- 
tention at this time to the fine 
spirit shown during the past year 
by our public servants. I cannot 
praise too highly the cheerful 
work of the civil service employes, 
and of those temporarily working 
for the Government. As for those 
thousands in our various public 
agencies spread throughout the 
country, who, without compensa- 
tion, agreed to take over heavy 
responsibilities in connection with 
our various loan agencies and par- 
ticularly in direct relief work, I 
cannot say too much, I do not 
think any country could show a 
higher average of cheerful and 
even enthusiastic team-work than 
has been shown by these men and 
women. 

International Relationships. 


I cannot with candor tell you 
that general international rela- 
tionships outside our borders are 
improved. On the surface of 
things many old jealousies are 
resurrected, old passions aroused; 
new strivings for armament and 
power, in more than one land, rear 
their ugly heads. I hope that 
calm counsel and _ constructive 
leadership will provide the steady- 
ing influence and the time neces- 
sary for the coming of new and 
more practical forms of repre- 
sentative government throughout 
the world wherein privilege will 
occupy a lesser place and welfare 
a greater. 

I believe, however, that our 
own peaceful and neighborly at- 
titude towards other nations is 
coming to be understood and ap- 
preciated. The maintenance of 
international peace is a matter in 
which we are deeply and unself- 
ishly concerned. Evidence of our 
persistent and undeniable desire 


to prevent armed conflict has re- 
cently been more than once af- 
forded. 

There is no ground for appre- 
hension that our relations with 
any nation will be otherwise than 
peaceful. Nor is there ground for 
doubt that the people of most ra- 
tions seek relief from the threat 
and burden attaching to the false 
theory that extravagant arma- 
ment cannot be reduced and lim- 
ited by international accord.

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DR. NORTH OUSTER 
BARES FRICTION 
IN HEALTH BOARD 


Months of Dissension, It Is 
Said, Over State Depart- 
ment’s | Administration 
and Expenditures. 


By the Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4.—Oust- 
er of Dr. Emmett P. North, Demo- 
crat, of St. Louis, as a member and 


president of the State Board of 
Health, ordered by Gov. Park yes- 
terday afternoon without a hearing, 
grew out of months of friction and 
dissension within the board over 
the administration of the State 
Health Department and its expen- 
ditures. 

Removal or resignation of one or 
more of the other six members may 
result, it is reported, before the 
Governor completes his shakeup of 
the board. The Governor refused 
to disclose his plans and said he 
was not ready to say whether other 
members would be removed in his 
reorganization of the board. 

The Governor, in removing Dr. 
North, whom he appointed, in effect 
sustained Dr. E. T. McGaugh of 
Richmond, State Health Commis- 


sioner and a board member, in dif- 
ferences between McGaugh and 
North over expenditures and ad- 
ministration. 

While the Governor refused to ex- 
plain his move, it is understood the 
ouster was precipitated by action of 
the board nearly three weeks ago 
in ordering an official audit of the 
various divisions and activities of 
the department. Dr. North had been 
active for some time in inquiring 
into expenditures and the handling 
of appropriations. 

Park, it is said, felt the board had 
“sone over his head” in ordering 
the audit, and in a previous request 
by the board to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s department for an analysis of 
the expenditures. The report of that 
analysis, transmitted to Dr. North 
as board president, led to the order 
for an audit. 

The ouster order, filed with the 
Secretary of State by the Governor, 
read as follows: “It being in my 
opinion for the betterment of the 
public service, I hereby remove Dr. 
Emmett P. North from membership 
on the State Board of Health in 
Missouri, to which position he was 
appointed April 20, 1933.” 

The Governor invoked for the 
first time an act passed by the 1933 
Legislature, which authorized the 
Governor to remove any State offi- 
cial appointed by the Governor, 
without a hearing and without as- 
signing any cause other than his 
opinion that such removal was “nec- 
essary for the betterment of the 
public service.” 

Order for Audif. 


The order for an official audit 
was issued by the board, and sent 
to State Auditor Forrest Smith, in 
a meeting held in Columbia last 
Dec. 17. All of the members except 
Dr. P. T. Bohan of Kansas City at- 
tended. All of the members pres- 
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ent voted for the audit, it was said. 
The vote was taken after consider- 
ing -the Attorney-General’s report 
on an analysis of the expenditures. 

The audit has not been started so 
far. State Auditor Smith said to- 
day his auditing staff was engaged 
in the biennial audit of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri and could not be- 
gin the Board of Health audit for 
three weeks or more. 

The Attorney-General’s report to 
the board contains no specific 
charges of irregularities in the han- 
dling of department funds, but the 
method .of handling some of the 
appropriations was declared “unau- 
thorized and unwarranted.” Some 
of the expense accounts in the hair- 
dressing and cosmetology division 
were declared “flagrant misapplica- 
tion of funds,” under governing 
laws, and others were referred to 
as “quite exorbitant.” The report, 
prepared by Assistant Attorney- 
General James L. Hornbostle, sug- 
gested an audit. to enable inquiry 
into each individual item. 

A summary of expense accounts 
of Dr. McGaugh was included, to- 
gether with those of some of the 
department employes. The report 
showed Dr. McGaugh had drawn 
a total salary of $9078 in the 18 
months from May, 1933, to October, 
1934, inclusive, and had a total of 
$2140 in expense accounts for the 
corresponding period. 


Dr. McGaugh’s Expenses. 


The expense accounts of Dr. Mc- 
Gaugh included items for 43 break- 
fast, luncheon, dinner and supper 
gatherings for groups varying in 
size from two to 13 persons, in 
various cities. The largest item 
was $30 for supper for six on Dec. 
6, 1933, at Hotel Jefferson in St. 
Louis. 

Among the food items charged 
to the State were the following: 

“Dinner for Congressmen at 
Washington,” $6.50, June, 1933. 

Dinner, Congressmen, Washing- 
ton,” $4, June, 1933. 

“Queen City Cafe, Jefferson City, 
Aug. 22, 1933, 13 persons,” $8. 

“Hotel Jefferson, for H. Wilson 
and party, supper,” $7.50, Aug. 14, 
1933. 

“Dinner, William Igoe and self,” 
$5, Aug. 15, 1933. 

“Kansas City, supper for Baker 
and friends,” $8.50, Aug. 27, 1933. 

“Baker” was said to be Clayton 
Baker, listed in the department as 
property clerk and who frequently 
drives an automobile for Dr. Mc- 
Gaugh on official trips. 

“Kansas City, supper, party of 8, 
$10.80,” Oct. 17, 1933. 

In connection with one item of 
$15.80 for dinner for nine persons 
at the Hotel Madison Rathskeller, 
Jefferson City, the report pointed 
out that the law on expense ac- 
counts provided State officials and 
employes with headquarters in Jef- 
ferson City were not entitled to ex- 
pense items for meals or lodging 


while here. 

Many of the breakfast, dinner | 
and luncheon items were for food | 
for other board members. Dr. Mc-| 
Gaugh said yesterday that he had | 
no comment to make on the ouster 
of Dr. North or the report. | 

Other Expense Accounts. | 

The report pointed out that H. | 
G. Cherry, director of the Division 
of Cosmetology and Hairdressing, 
had received $2980 in salary from 
July, 1933, through November, 1934, 
and that his expense accounts for 
the period totaled $1339. Cherry, in 
addition to his departmental duties, 
has been active in Democratic 
politics and in the organization of 
Democratic clubs. 

The report said some of the fees 
received by the department were 
deposited in a local bank to the 
credit of Dr. McGaugh and later 
a check was drawn by Dr. Mc- 
Gaugh to transmi. the money to the 
State Treasury. “This practice 
should be stopped,” it was said, 
“because the law does not authorize 
it.” 

In several instances, it was stat- 
ed, department employes were paid 
salaries from appropriations for 
other purposes. One such instance 
cited was payment of some salaries 
from an appropriation for expense 
accounts, printing, supplies and 
such items. 

The December payroll of the 
cosmetology division was paid from 
the Department of Health fund, it 
was said, after the cosmetology 
salary approgriation was exhaust- 
ed. “This action on the part of 
whoever is responsible is unau- 
thorized and unwarranted,” the re- 
port said. 

The remaining six members of 
the board are Dr. P. T. Bohan of 
Kansas City, Dr. McGaugh, Dr. W. 
T. Elam of St. Joseph, Dr. E. S. 
Smith of Kirksville, Dr. W. L. 
Brandon of Poplar Bluff and Dr. 
T. S. Bourke of Kansas City. All 
are Democrats except Smith, who 
is a Republican.

Association Supports Governor, De- 
claring Against Distinction in 
Favor of Light Brew. 

The St. Louis County Tavern 
Owners’ Protective Association in- 
dorsed Gov. Park’s liquor regula- 
tion proposals at a meeting yester- 
day at 9807 Manchester road.

the town’s annual classic, the Silver 
Skates Carnival, to be held at the 
Arena Sunday afternoon.

ORSE still there is the River- 

side Park race track—and 
there, Bo, is likely to be the ob- 
stacle which will require plenty 
of wisdom, in addition to the 
Senator himself, to surmount. 

Riverside Park is a money- 
maker. It has grown from a dinky 
half-miler into big league propor- 
tions, in a short time. Under pres- 
ent conditions it pays no racing 
tax to Missouri, except property 
taxes; it operates mutuel betting 
in defiance of the law, and takes 
out of the mutuel “handle” what 
percentage it pleases. There is no 
inspection by the State. 

To operate under such condi- 
tions it is apparent that River- 
side has important protection. It 
was important enough to have the 
highway from Kansas City to the 
race track gates made into four 
lanes instead of two. 

And it is our guess that it will 
be important enough to hamper 
the passage of a measure which 
would force the track’s taxes up 
from nothing to $1000 a day, lim- 
it the percentage of its “take out” 
and put a State inspector on the 
premises to see that no skuldug- 
gery is attempted. 

With no racing law Riverside 
Park can continue unmolested to 
provide “bootleg” racing and re- 
ceive “bootleg” profits from il- 
legal betting, without the State 
getting one cent of direct racing 
tax out of it and without the re- 
mainder of the State being able 
to enjoy similar liberty—or li- 
cense. 

Kansas City has for years been 
laughing at the plight of the re- 
mainder of Missouri, because 
within a few miles of its limits it 
has enjoyed racing, permitted no- 
where else in Missouri, 

One would think the other 113 
counties would get mad about it 
and fight back, but the voting on 
racing bills in the past has indi- 
cated only lukewarm interest, in 


a major portion of the State.

EIGHT-SEMESTER RULE 
FOR ITS ATHLETES 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Jan. 4.—The 
day of the “five-year” athlete at 
Notre Dame ended yesterday with 
announcement of adoption of an 
eight-semester rule. 

Under the new rule, no student 
will be allowed to represent the 
Irish in intercollegiate athletics af- 
ter he has spent eight semesters in 
the university, regardless of wheth- 
er he has used up his three years 
of eligibility.

The Wirepkoto system links twenty-five leading 
cities of the United States from coast to coast 
in a 10,000-mile double-circuit of leased wires 
for the transmission of pictures. 


Ordinary photographic prints or other graphic 
material can be sent without preparation for 
transmission and received on negatives. 


Transmission is at the rate of eleven square 
inches a ‘minute. The - light beam which 
“reads” the picture moves at the rate of an 
inch a minute across a picture eleven inches 
deep. 


A picture eleven by seventeen inches—the size 
of half a newspaper page—can be transmitted 
in seventeen minutes. An eight by ten picture 
takes eight minutes, a seven by nine. picture 
seven minutes, two five by seven pictures seven 
minutes. 


The customary size of pictures for transmission 
will be eight inches by ten, equivalent to @ 
five-column width in a newspaper. 


The transmitted picture cannot be distinguished 
in normal cases from the original print. 


The: Wirephoto system is available seven days a 
week and 24 hours a day. Its scheduled daily 
period of operation will be sixteen hours, but 
this can be extended whenever important news 
pictures are available outside the regular hours 


The Wirephoto service will operate side by side 
with the wires carrying news. 


A picture sent from any of the twenty-five sta- 
tions will be received simultaneously at all 
others. 


The nation-wide circuit can be split, however, 
at Kansas City when desired, to enable papers 
in each half of the country to send and receive 
pictures of regional interest. 


The Wirephoto equipment at each station con- 
sists of a sending machine, a receiving machine, 


“terminal bays” or ewitchboards for each, and 
a power plant to supply an absolutely unvary- 
ing flow of current. 


The equipment weighs two and one-third tons 
and occupies 240 square feet of floor space. 


It is the first of its kind for the transmission of 
telephotographs. 


The sending machine transmits, and the receiv- 
ing machines record, a picture in lines one 
one-hundredth of an inch wide. The cylinders 
of the machines, upon which the picture is 
mounted or received, thus rotate 100 times a 
minute in perfect synchronization. 


The Wirephoto circuit also operates as a tele- 
phone circuit for communication between Wire- 
photo stations when a picture is not being 
transmitted. This enables coordination of trans- 
mission, 


Existing circuits in Europe for wire transmission 
of news photos, the Bartlane system for cable 
transmission of pictures from London to New 
York, and equipment in London, New York, San 
Francisco, uenos Aires and Melbourne for 
radio transmission of pictures enable important 
pictures available in those places to be brought 
to the United States at the speed of light for 
distribution on the Wirephoto system. Cities 
on the European telephotographic circuits in- 
clude London, Berlin, Paris, an Moscow, Am- 
sterdam, Copenhagen, Oslo, Stockholm, Glasgow 
and a dozen other important centers.

Follows Complaint Theaters 
Can’t Get  First-Run 
Warner Pictures. 


Subpenas directing oficers of St. 
Louis film exchanges and motion 


picture theaters to appear before 
the Federal grand jury Monday 
have been issued by the United 
States Attorney-General’s office at 
the request of the Department of 
Justice, which investigated com- 
plaints that operators of the Am- 
bassador, Grand Central and Mis- 
souri Theaters had been unable to 
obtain first-run pictures from War- 
ner Bros. Pictures, Inc.

He said 
Warner Bros. controlled the pro- 
ductions of the companies in this 
territory.

Wants Biological Survey to Aid 
States in Setting Up Managed 
Areas. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4. — A pro- 
gram to save the nation’s fish and 
fowl from extermination was recom- 
mended to Congress yesterday by 
a special House Committee on Wild 
Life Conservation. Chairman Rob- 
ertson (Dem.), Virginia, said the 
committee found*that wild ducks 
were killed off during 1933 at a rate 
2,000,000 greater than the number 
hatched during that year. 

The recommendations included: 

Appropriation of funds to the bio- 
logical survey to permit that bu- 
reau to aid States in establishment 
of game managed areas. 

Negotiation of a treaty with Mex- 
ico for protection of migratory 
birds. 

Provision of funds for continu- 
ance of stream survey and improve- 
ment work by the Bureau of Fish- 
eries. 

Provision for fish protective 
works, including ladders and 
screens, on all Government projects 
that constitute a serious threat to 
the fish supply.

Another 
man held on the same charge was 
released for lack of evidence. 

After the Assistant District At- 
torney handling the case failed to 
appear at 4 o'clock, when the 72 
hours of preliminary imprisonment 
expired, the Judge issued his order. 


An hour later the District Attorney 
asked the Judge to release 25 of 
the Red Shirt youths, and the for- 
mal imprisonment of the others 
and of the three accused of the 
lynching.

RAILROADS’ BRIEF 
SEEKING INCREASE 
IN FREIGHT RATES 


Carriers Tell {. C. C. Re- 
fusal of $170,000,000 
More Annual _ Income 


Would Impair Credit. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—The As- 
sociation of American Railroads in- 
tends to ask the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission today to be al- 
lowed to pass rising costs on to the 
consumer. The request is contained 
in a brief to be filed in connection 
with the carriers’ application for an 
increase in freight rates amounting 
to $170,000,000 a year. 

If permission is refused, the brief 
said, “the effect on railroad credit 
will be disastrous.” 


Debts to Bondholders. 

The railroags’ counsel in the brief 
opposed what it said was a proposal 
for a “wholesale scaling down” of 
railroad obligations. “In -view of 
the fact that there has been practi- 
cally no return to the stockholders 
in the period of depression,” it said, 
“this mdans that the railroads 
should be required to repudiate 
their debts to their bondholders.” 

The brief continued: “It is gen- 
erally recognized that manufac 
turers or merchants have the priv- 
ilege in a period of rising costs of 
passing these costs on to the con- 
sumer. The railroads are asking for 
the same privilege here. They are 
asking for no more.” 

The association said that operat- 
ing expenses will have increased 
$290,000,000 a year within the next 
few months. 

Objections Answered. 

Answering some arguments made 
against the application for a rate 
increase, the brief said: “First, the 
carriers are asking for a very mod- 
erate increase and if it is granted 
and if their hopes are realized it is 
shown that they will have a return 
on no more than one-half of the 
value of their property. ... 

“Second, it is not true that any 
great amount of railroad property 
is no longer used and useful. It 
may be true that the property is not 
used to its full capacity but this is 
the result of the depressed condi- 
tion in business, coupled with the 
loss of traffic to unregulated forms 
of transportation... 

“Third, it is highly important that 
railroad credit should be preserved, 
if at all possible. This is particu- 
larly true at this time, when the 
industry is undergoing a transfor- 
mation due to altered economic con- 
ditions which will make it necessary 
to spend large sums of money in 
buying new equipment of a differ 
ent type from that now in use.”

PENDERGAST IN THE BREACH. 

The franchise of the Doherty-controlled Kansas 
City Gas Co. expires in September, 1936. There is a 
movement upon the part of citizens to make the gas 
utility a municipal enterprise, and to that end the 
citizens have invoked the initiative under the terms 
of the Charter.

Tom Pendergast, does not want a municipally-owned 
gas utility. As the matter stands, renewal of the Do- 
herty franchise will come before the City Council. 
Pendergast is in effect the City Council. This is the 
usual set-up in an American city. It has been so 
for many years, and it constitutes one of the most 
despicable of American rackets. The people of Kan- 
sas City, like those of any other American city, are 
the best judges of their necessities. They are guar- 
anteed by their Charter the right to submit at the 
polls any matter of vital concern to the community. 

Their initiative petition contained 11,000 names. 
When it came before the City Clerk, Charles W. Re- 
gan, for certification, Regan rejected 4900 names, so 
making the petition invalid. He is a Pendergast man. 
The citizens behind the movement, who want to end 
Doherty control of the gas utility and the intermina- 
ble conflict over rates, appealed to the Kansas City 
Court of Appeals. The court decided against them. 
So did the Circuit Court of Kansas City. The peti- 
tioners set forth that the action of the City Clerk 
was arbitrary, that he did not personally investigate 
the signatures and could at best have had only a po- 
litical opinion concerning their genuineness. As a 
matter of fact, the citizens’ body circulated a supple- 
mental petition after the original petition had been 
disqualified. The supplemental petition met the same 
fate. It was useless, in the judgment of the leaders of 
the movement, for a municipal gas utility, to resort to 
the Charter. The tie-up between the utilities and the 
politicians is too powerful.

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PERMANENT REGISTRATION PROVES ITSELF. 

Those who are urging the Missouri Legislature to 
enact a permanent registration measure have more 
than an attractive theory to offer; they have an 
actual record of a tested system’s advantageous work- 
ings. The latest report comes from Michigan. It is 
based on two and a half years’ experience in 128 
units of government, each of more than 5000 popula- 
tion, including 62 per cent of the State’s voters. 

The average cost of installation, 20 cents per cap- 
ita, answers the objection that the system would be 
highly expensive to install. In Lansing, Mich., a city 
with 35,000 voters, installation cost 10 cents per 
capita, and one clerk will run the entire machinery 
of registration. 

The system speeds up voting, for index cards are 
more readily consulted than the former bulky ledg- 
ers. Duplication of voters’ names (such as discov- 
ered recently in St. Louis) can easily be traced, for 
the permanent system eliminates the chance of a 
voter, after changing residence, being registered in 
two localities.

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REFORESTING THE OZARKS. 

The movement from Washington to acquire large 
tracts in the Ozark range is much more significant 
than first appears. It is the beginning of reforesta- 
tion in a region peculiarly suited to the production 
of timber. 

When the timber was taken out of the Ozarks, or 
the greater part of the best of it, the hill country of 
Missouri and Arkansas suffered a double loss. It was 
not merely that timber, which constituted the chief 
asset of the region, was taken out of the hills. What 
also happened was that the crafts of the people de- 
clined. They were deprived of material in which 
they worked, and so at last were deprived of work 
itself. This was to operate as a blight upon the re- 
gion, one from which it can never hope to recover 
until it is refbrested. 

In the days before timbering virtually denuded the 
hills of their finer trees, the yellow pine extended 
as far north as the latitude of St. Louis. It was plen- 
tiful in all the region from a point 100 miles south of 
St. Louis to the southern tip of the range in Ar- 
kansas. It has now retreated to a point around the 
Arkansas line. 

By this time it is quite plain that agriculture oc- 
cupies a much greater place in the national economy 
than it should. We have too much land in cultiva- 
tion. We have taken out of other uses lands not 
really productive in agriculture. We have drained 
low land. We have built dikes and levees. We have 
merged marginal lands with the truly productive ag- 
ricultural areas until the whole industry of agri- 
culture requires to be reshaped. 

The Tennessee Valley project indicates one of the 
ways in which agriculture can hope to achieve a bet- 
ter balance with the other industries. Reforestation 
is planned for parts of the valley, and it is this idea 
which is being applied to the Ozarks. The scientific 
cultivation of forests is one of the oldest industries 
in the nations of Western Europe. They long ago 
found forests necessary. They raise them progres- 
sively, cutting the timber at one end while planting 
sprouts at the other. 

It is useless to assume that some other use can 
be made of a natural timber region like that in the 
Ozarks.

STATES AND GRADE CROSSI. 

While discussion proceeds at Washingtun as to the 
advisability of a huge program of grade-crossing 
elimination as a nation-wide work relief scheme, the 
states are going ahead with the work of abolishing 
these death traps. Usually with Federal funds, many 
of the states are pushing their own programs without 
waiting for the Government to launch an integrated 
attack upon the problem. 

A recent survey by the Associated Press disclosed 
at least four states that plan to spend more than 
$1,000,000 each, mostly Federal money, to remove or 
safeguard grade crossings. One of these is Missouri, 
with 33 grade separations, costing $1,600,000, under 
way or completed, with 95 per cent paid by the Gov- 
ernment. Missouri had 731 grade crossings in 1921, 
but only 200 remain as the result of the State’s con- 
tinued efforts. it is an outstanding record among the 
states, 

New York’s grade crossing program is the largest, 
with expenditures totaling $64,000,000 in 1934. The 
State pays 49 per cent, the railroads 50 per cent and 
municipalities 1 per cent. This program, to be con- 
tinued in 1935, is part of the three-billion-dollar proj- 
ect approved some years ago by the State’s voters. 
California has submitted to the Government a pro- 
gram of 66 crossing removals, at a cost of $6,947,000. 
Iowa has a $5,000,000 program, designed to remove 
virtually every dangerous crossing in the State. West 
Virginia has a $5,615,000 program, which includes 70 
crossings and bridges. 

The programs mentioned, and those of numerous 
other states, indicate the widespread need and the 
great interest being taken in crossing removal. The 
states almost unanimously have chosen this as a 
practical form of work relief. Most of them have 
comprehensive plans ready, and if the Government

D R. F. E. TOWNSEND of Long Beach, 
he says that “humanity will be forever 


relieved from the fear of destitution and 
want.” Mark~- Sullivan thinks that Dr. 
Townsend has obtained 25,000,000 signatures 
to petitions for his scheme, and that Con- 
gress may be driven to adopt it because the 
American people will not have enough com- 
mon sense to see what is wrong with it. 

The Townsend plan is very simple. It 
proposes: 

1. That every man and woman over 60 
years of age shall stop working for gain. 

2. That the Federal Government shall pay 
each man and each woman over 60 a month- 
ly pension of $200, provided, first, the pen- 
sioner is not a habitual criminal, and pro- 
vided, second, that he or she will take an 
oath to spend the whole $200 within 30 
days. 

3. That the cost of the pensions be raised 
by a general sales tax. 

Dr. Townsend believes that of the 10,- 
300,000 persons eligible for the pension, 
8,000,000 will apply for it. At $2400 a year, 
the annual cost of the Townsend plan would, 
therefore, be about $19,200,000,000, plus the 
cost of administering it, or about 20 billion 
dollats. This sum has to be raised by a 
gencral sales tax. 

” _ . 


Retail sales this year have been about 
30 billion dollars. So the Townsend plan 
would have meant that for every dollar any- 
one spent in a store this year, he would 
have had to pay an additional 70 cents tax. 
Thus, for exampl@& a 10-cent loaf of bread 
would have had to) cost 17 cents, a 20-cent 
gallon of gasoline Would have had to cost 34 
cents, a $600 car would have had to cost 
over $1000. A man earning $1500 a year 
would have had to give up about $600 of 
it in taxes. 

Persons on relief, now receiving on the 
average $25 a month, would have had their 
purchasing power reduced to $15 a month. 
A disabled veteran receiving a pension of 
$50 a month would have been taxed until 
he had only $30 a month to spend. Even 
Dr. Townsend's pensioners would not have 
had $200 a month to spend. They would 
have had less than $120 a month, for more 
than $80 would have been taken in taxes. 

Anyone can figure out for himself the 
minimum that the Townsend plan would 
cost him; he has only to subtract about two- 
fifths from his expenditures. For every 
$100 he now spends, he would, under the 
Townsend plan, have $60 to spend. The 
rough arithmetic of the matter is as fol- 
lows: $60 plus a 70 per cent tax on $60 
equals $102. 


Why, then, does Dr. Townsend think he 
has found a way of making everyone rich- 
er? His argument is as follows: If the 
8,000,000 persons over 60 who are now work- 
ing for gain would stop working, there 
would be 8,000,000 more jobs for the per- 
sons under 60. If, at the same time, these 
8,000,000 would each spend $2400 a year, 
they would create a tremendous demand 
for goods and labor. 

This amounts to saying that if there were 
fewer persons working and if those who 
do not work would spend more, the country 
would be richer. If that is so, then why 
stop with pensions of $2400 for persons over 
60? Why not $5000 pensions for persons 


over 40? Or $10,000 pensions for persons 
over 30? What can be said against these 
proposals that must not also be said against 
the Townsend plan? 

Dr. Townsend's error lies in forgetting 
the simple truth that someone must pro- 
duce the wealth which is consumed by the 
non-producers, be they infants, old people, 
sick people, the unemployed, the idle rich 
or the criminal classes. If Dr. Townsend's 
medicine were a yood remedy, the more 
people the country could find to support in 
idleness, the better off it would be. 


Dr. Townsend is, in my opinion, a public 
benefactor. He has succeeded in inventing 
a conundrum which reduces to absurdity a 
whole mass of ideas that have had great 
vogue during the depression. Some of these 
ideas are current in forms which make it 
harder to detect the catch than it is in Dr. 
Townsend's scheme. They all, however, de- 
rive from the same notion, which is that if 
people worked less and spent more, they 
would be richer. 

Business men have had the idea that they 
must curtail output and raise prices. Or- 
ganized labor has had the idea that it could 
make work for al) by reducing hours and 
raising wages. The farmers have been paid 
for restricting output. 

Now, I do not wish to say that there are 
not specific industries which, in relation to 
other industries, were over-expanded. A 
clear case, I think, is wheat, of which ac- 
tually too much is produced, and a sound 
argument can be made for paying a bounty 
to wheat farmers to help them in the tran- 
sition to some other kind of farming. But 
the exceptions do not make a rule. If every- 
body tried to pay everybody else for not 
producing, the country would be bound to 
be much poorer. 

The experiment has been tried, and the 
country is much poorer. In the depression, 
men have been unemployed and factories 
have been idle and less goods have been 
produced. The depression itself is the most 
drastic limitation of production ever ex- 
perienced. The population on relief is the 
largest number of people ever supported in 
idleness If there were any truth whatever 
in the theory that a nation can become pros- 
perous by not producing, then the depres- 
sion itself should have made us roaring rich. 

Dr. Townsend wishes to remove from pro- 
ductive labor a paltry 8,000,000 persons. 
When the depression was going strong, 16,- 
000,000 persons had been removed from pro- 
ductive labor. It did not make us pros- 
perous. And for a very simple reason. 
Those who still had jobs had to support 
those who did not have them. Less wealth 
was produced, and so the standard of living 
had to fall. 


To say all this is not to say that a sys- 
tem of old-age pensions is not possible and 
desirable. I believe it is. But in creating 
one, let us have no illusions about the fact 


. that everyone who is pensioned -is being 


supported by those who are not pensioned, 
and it is necessary, therefore, to decide how 
generous the country can afford to be. For 
only productive labor can produce wealth. 
Idleness does not produce wealth, and those 
who think it does are trying to make gold 
out of sea water and invent a machine for 
perpetual motion.

Cost to Government of 

$150. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—A pho- 
tograph of President Roosevelt at 
his desk was made available yes- 
terday by the administration to 
30,000 schoolrooms at a cost to tne 
Government of $150. Ready for 
framing, the picture carries his sig- 
nature and this message in his 
handwriting: “To. the pupils and 


teachers of the United States.” 

Copies first were made at the 
Government Printing Office for dis- 
tribution with the December issue 
of School Life, magazine of the 
Federal Office of Education, which 
sells for 10 cénts and has a circu- 
lation of 15,000. 

Then J. W. Studebaker, Commis- 
sioner of Education, with the ap- 
proval of Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes, requested permission to re- 
produce the portrait in response, 
he said, “to the desires of many 
teachers and pupils in the country.” 

Magazine executives said the orig- 
inal intention was to reproduce the 
portrait in the magazine, as was 
done in the case of both President 
and Mrs. Hoover. The printing of- 
fice, they said, suggested reproduc- 
ing it on heavy paper suitable for 
framing. Officials said.one state 
education department had ordered 
15,000 copies.

Beef Ragout. 

Cut cold pot roast or roast of beef 
in medium sized, even shaped pieces 
and sprinkle with salt, pepper and 
flour, using three tablespoons flour, 
One teaspoon salt and one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper for 4 cups meat. 
Melt three tablespoons butter or 
meat drippings in a deep saucepan 
put in the meat with one-half cup 
Sliced onions and three whole 
cloves. Stir until the meat is a little 
browned, add two cups canned to- 
matoes, any leftover gravy and one- 
half cup boiling water. Cover close- 
ly and cook slowly for an hour.

Let boil up once and serve 
with mounds of boiled rice. Sprinkle 
with minced. parsley. 

Date Pudding. 

Scald two cups milk and pour 
over one cup fine dry breadcrumbs. 
Stir in one-fourth cup sugar and 
two tablespoons butter and let the 
mixture stand until the crumbs are 
soft. Then add two well beaten egg 
yolks, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon grated lemon rind and one 
cup finely cut pitted dates. Fold in 
the stiffly beaten egg whites and 
pour into a buttered baking dish. 
Bake in a slow oven (325 degrees) 
for 25 to 30 minutes or until firm. 
Serve warm with a lemon sauce 
made as follows: 

Mix one-half cup sugar with one 
tablespoon cornstarch. Stir into one 
and one-fourth cups boiling wate: 
and stir constantly until boiling 
and smooth. Remove from the fire.

Cranberry Conserve.

NEXT WEEK'S MENUS 


Plan Your Food Program to 
Make Preparation of Meals 
Simple and Interesting. 


Experienced housewives, as well 
as those of amateur standing know 
the value of a printed menu plan 
such as we give @ach week as an 
aid to meal planning. Experienced 
planners look upon it as a source 
of suggestions, rather than as a 
hard and fast férmula, and it is a 
good thing for those less experi- 
enced to learn to regard it in the 
same way. No one printed menu 
can please all kinds of people, but 
there are bound to be many ideas 
you can adopt to your own needs 
if you take the time to consider 
them. People who have been 
housekeeping for a long while know 
the family likes and dislikes and 
how much they should be catered 
to, they know food costs, and what 
foods are available in local markets 
and they use these facts in making 
up their meal plans. They also 
know that often one food can be 
substituted for another, providing 
they belong to the same class of 
foods, without disturbing the bal- 
ance of the meal. For instance, 
any hot cereal may be used in a 
menu calling for “hot wheat cereal,” 
or any type of vegetable may be 
substituted for peas to make a 
cream vegetable soup, if you do 
not happen to like peas, or if some 
other is more convenient. In our 
weekly meal plan, we try to pro- 
vide moderate cost meals, made up 
of seasonal foods that can be read- 
ily obtained in the average local 
market. 

Cheaper Cuts for Pot Roast. 

Pot roast of beef with a good 
horseradish sauce forms the main 
part of Sunday’s dinner this week. 
There are a number of cuts that 
are suitable for pot-roasting, among 
them shoulder clod, bottom round, 
chuck, sirloin tip, bouillon, or rump. 
As they differ in price and in the 
size piece that will make a good 
roast, these should be your deciding 
factors. If you do not know the 


cut best suited to your needs, ask 
the advice of your butcher. Brown) 
pot roast quickly in.a small amount | 
of fat, then reduce the heat at| 
once, add a small amount of water, 
from one-half to one cupful de- 
pending on the quantity of meat, 
and cook very slowly until tender. 
Generally the cuts of meat men- 
tioned above require 30 minutes’ 
slow cooking for each pound after 
the meat has browned. In this. 
same meal, it may be that Brussels 
sprouts, broccoli or new cabbage 
may be preferred to the cauliflower. 
In any case they should all be 


boiled just long enough to maké 
them tender, then drained and ad

Sunday night’s supper uses 
broiled fresh mushrooms on toast 
and a jellied tomato salad.

FOR FESTIVE DINNER! IN PLANNED MEALS 


Try Roasts as a Change From 
the Usual Poultry for These 
Important Occasions. 


If you are still in the mood for 
making New Year's resolutions, 
here is one which you should not 
overlook. It has to <o with varying 
the meats for festive dinners, pay- 
ing particular attention, of course, 
to the family taste and the family 
exchequer. Even the more inex- 
pensive cuts of meats can be dress- 
ed up to grace a feast, so the cost 
should not trouble you. 

A handsome crown roast of lamb 
stuffed with sausage and mushroom 
stuffing is an excellent choice for 
any dinner. Such a roast serves 8 
to 12 people, depending upon its 
size and may be decorated with 
paper frills on the rib bones if you 
like, or garnished with nests of 
green peas and potato rosettes or 
bubs of mint jelly in crisp lettuce 
leaves. A roast leg of lamb is just 
as satisfactory a choice as_ the 
crown roast. 

Whole Baked Ham Good. 

A whole baked ham is another 
dish worthy to grace the guest 
table. It may be glazed with honey 
and studded with cloves; it may be 
finished in a thick crisp coating of 
brown sugar and bread crumbs and 
basted with fruit juice or it may be 
decorated with slices of orange, 
cherries or pineapple and glazed 
with fruit juice and thick corn 
syrup. Baked squash or sweet po- 
tatoes, cauliflower in a rich cream 
sauce and long buttered green beans 
seem to find their place in the menu 
with a choice of meat. 

For the smaller family group a 
roast chicken or capon, a standing 
rack of veal with the bone ends 
frenched, or a loin of pork, perfectly 
roasted and served with appropriate 
accomplishments of candied apples 
or sweet potatoes are all delicious. 

No matter how elaborate or how 
simple the meat chosen, if it is per- 
fectly cooked and garnished, it will 
find hearty approval of the dinner 
guests. 

Cook Roasts in Open Pans. 

Whatever the choice, tender roasts 
like leg of lamb or crown lamb 
roast, park loin, veal rack or leg, 
or smoked hams are roasted in open 
roasting pans at low even tempera- 
ture of 300 to 325 degrees, with no 


initial searing. Even a young fowl 


may be so roasted with the excep- 
tion of an initial browning which 
will improve its color. Lamb leg 
will require nearly 30 minutes to 
the pound as will the crown of 
lamb, veal requires a similar time in 
a 300 degrees Fahrenheit oven, 
while a pork loain roasted in a 350 
degrees Fahrenheit oven will require 
25 to 30 minutes to the pound. 

A ham may be most successful- 
ly roasted at the same low temp- 
erature of 300 degrees, leaving the 
rind on until the last hour of bak- 
ing. -Twenty-five minutes to the 
pound is a safe allowance for time. 
No parboiling is needed for the new! 
mild cured hams. Whatever coat-) 
ing is used is added during the last| 
hour, after the rind has been re-| 
moved. | 

Crown Roast of Lamb. | 

Have the butcher shape a crown | 
roast of lamb from two sides of 
French the bone ends. | 
Fill with a bread stuffing made by 
browning one cup mushrooms with | 
one pound of pork sausage links. | 
Cut in short lengths and mix with 
two cups of dry bread crumbs, one 
egg, seasonings of salt and pepper 
and enough hot water to make a 
slightly moist dressing. Add the 
pork sausage fat. 

Ends of the rib bones may be 
protected during roasting by placing 


them in strips of bacon. 

Roast in a 300-325 degrees oven 
for 25-30 minutes to the pound. 
Serve on a large chop plate, gar- 
nished with mint jelly squares on 
pineapple slices and parsley. The 
bone ends may be decorated with 
paper frills. 

Baked Fruited Ham. 

Place a ham with rind on, in an 
open roaster and cook in a 300 de- 
gress F. oven for 25 minutes to the 
pound. Use no water and do not 
parboil. One hour before the ham 
is done, remove the rind, pour off 
the fat and decorate with slices of 
pineapple, orange and halves of red 
cherries. Pour a mixture of corn 
syrup and fruit juice over the ham 
and continue baking the last hour, 
basting with the syrup. Let brown 
lightly.

PERT Ey vn PEP 
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Appetizing and Economical It 
Has Good Fuel Value and May 
Be Put With Other Foods. 


Rice is an inexpensive, wholesome 
food that offers infinite possibilities 
in the planning of well balanced, 
economical, appetizing meals. It 
possesses about the same fuel value 
as white flour, cornmeal or maca- 
roni and may be combined with 
vegetables, meats, eggs, cheese, fruit 
and milk, or used alone. Being 
bland in flavor and bulky, it is a 
good “extender” of other, more ex- 
pensive foods, and when properly 
cooked, it is generally liked. Prob- 
ably most people who dislike rice, 
do so because of the way they have 
had it cooked. When boiled, it 
should be dry and flaky with each 
grain separate; not packed into a 
wet, soggy, mushy mass. It is very 
simple to achieve this, as the fol- 
lowing directions will show. 

Buy a good grade of rice. To boil 
it properly wash it in cold water 
and drain thoroughly. Have ready 
at least six cups boiling, salted wa- 
ter for each cup of washed rice, 
When the water is boiling hard, put 
in the rice and let cook, undis- 
turbed, for 25 minutes, or until the 
rice is tender. If necessary to stir 
it, do so with a fork, but it is best 
to leave it alone, adding more water 
if it boils down. When the rice is 
tender, empty it into a colander 
and immediately pour hot water 
through it until the rice grains 
separate. Drain, place the colander 
in the saucepan, cover with a clean 
towel and let stand on the back of 
the stove for five to 10 minutes. 

Creole Rice a Meat Substitute. 

Creole rice is a good meat sub- 
stitute dish for the main course of 
a vegetable dinner. Cook one cup 
rice as above and keep hot. Melt 
four tablespoons bacon fat, add one- 
half cup sliced onion, one-half cup 
sliced celery and one large green 
pepper cut in thin shreds. Cover 
the pan and cook slowly for 10 
minutes. Add one-fourth of a clove 


of garlic, two cups canned toma-| 
toes, one teaspoon sugar, one tea-| 


spoon salt and a little pepper. Cook 
slowly for 25 minutes, thicken with 
two tablespoons flour mixed with a 
little cold water and stir into the 
rice. Mix lightly with a fork and 
turn out into a hot dish. Sprinkle 
with a thick laver of grated Par- 
mesan cheese just before serving. 
Green beans and braised celery 
make a good combination with this 
for a vegetable dinner. 

Boil or steam rice in equal parts 
milk and water and serve warm 
with a hot butterscotch sauce for 
a hearty dessert. To make the 
sauce, mix two cups brown sugar 
wtih one-half cup evaporated milk, 
one-quarter cup water, two table- 
spoons butter and one-quarter tea- 
spoon salt. Stir over a slow fire 
until the sugar is dissolved, then 
boil for 8 minutes, stirring occa- 
sionally.

To make the cream 
use one pint of grated pineap- 
ple, one pint of Whole pineapple, 
diced, four ounces of coconut 
shredded, two ounces of corn- 
starch, four ounces of butter, 
eight egg yolks, eight ounces 
of sugar, the grated rind of one 
orange and the juice of two. 
Mix all the ingredients together 
and stir over the fire until 
thickened. Cool and heap on 
the foundations, cover with 
meringue, sprinkle with chopped 
almonds and dust with pow- 
dered sugar. Set in a hot oven 
for a few minutes and serve.

Students’ Choice Observed. 

The students’ trays (785 men’s, 
880 women’s) were observed over 
two 10-day periods, one in winter, 
one in summer. This was done with- 
out the students’ knowing it, so 
their choice would be uninfluenced. 
The foods they selected were listed 
at about equal numbers of break- 
fasts, lunches and dinners, were 
then classified and tabulated, and 
these results were studied. They 
showed, first of all, very marked 
differences between the men’s 
choice of foods and the women’s. 
Something like two-thirds of the 
men’s trays carried milk at lunch 
or dinner or both. The average 
consumption of milk was apparent- 
ly more than half a pint per ero 
|for the men. Only a fifth of the 
‘women’s trays carried milk at all, | 
'and they used it only once a day. | 
Even counting milk used in cook- 
ing, these women could scarcely | 
get as much milk as nutritionists | 
consider necessary to furnish the | 
‘calcium we need. | 
| The men ate bread and meat. 
‘More often than the women, but | 
' both chose meat once a day or'| 
more, bread two or three times. 
Men chose vegetables oftener than. 
‘women did, but chose potatoes. 
chiefly, with very few raw vegeta-| 
| bles or salads. But though the. 
/ women's trays did not carry vege-. 
| tables as often as did the men’s, the 
women chose more kinds—includ- | 
| ing raw vegetables and a good pre 
| portion of salads. 

More than half the men’s trays | 
‘at two meals, and two-thirds to 
three-fourths of the women’s car- 
ried desserts. Pie and ice cream) 
| were the favorites, the men’s choice.

Food Not Well Chosen. | 


Summing up her observations, the | 
investigator found that these stu-| 
dents did not choose their food very | 
well. The men’s meals were too| 
light in fruits and vegetables, but. 
nearly adequate in milk and cer- | 
eals. The women’s meals were too 
‘light in milk, fruits and vegetables | 
and whole cereals, though better in 
raw fruits and vegetables than the | 

| men’s meals. 

Considering the meals as a whole, | 
the investigator found that the) 
‘energy value was low. This she 
‘found in a special study of the nu-| 
'tritive values of meals selected by | 
some 50 students, men and women. 
A man at moderately active muscu- | 
lar work, nutritionists say, needs | 
3000 calories a day, a women 2400, | 
‘but a sedentary man may need less | 
than 2400 and a woman less than 
| 1800 calories. These students aver- | 
aged 2203 calories per day for the 
‘men (a range of 1411 to 3453), nd 
'for women 1674. The men were up 
to standard for calcium and for pro- 
tein, the women were more than 9 
per cent too low in calcium, 15 per 
cent in protein. The difference, of 
course, was due chiefly to the milk 
and meat more freely used by the 
men. The men got enough. phos- 
phorus, also, from milk and the 
meat they ate, the women were 28 
,per cent below standard in phos- 
phorus. 

Neither men nor women. got | 
enough iron—the men were more | 
than 22 per cent below standard, | 
the women more than 43 per cent. 
'The diets were generally low in | 
vitamin C. | 

Remembering that these were 
young people who had before them 
every day plenty of food of all the 
necessary kinds, the fact that they 
were not well-fed suggests many 
things about the food habits of the 
rest of us as well. It is true some 
of these students were cramped in 
funds, the choice in some cases was 
governed by that fact.

FRENCH AUTO MAKER 
FACES LOSS OF FIRM 


Andre Citroen Fights to Retain 


Control of Factory for Low 
Priced Motor Cars, 


PARIS, Jan. 4.—Andre Citroen, 


French automobile manufacturer, is 
striving to keep a grip on the fac- 
tory that bears his name. 

Until he was forced to ask for 
a -receivership for his. financially 


crippled firm, Citroen, who once 
proposed a tourist route across the 
Sahara Desert, and who illuminated 
the Eiffel Tower, refused to accept 
outside control of his affairs. 

He is little known to the average 
Frenchman. Before he began de- 
veloping small automobiles after the 
war, he was an obscure engineer. 
He was born in Holland of a dia- 
mond family, came to France in his 
youth and was naturalized. Before 
the war he was connected with 
a pioneer automobile plant, the 
Mors, no longer in existence, and 
he was supposed to have made a 
fortune manufacturing war mate- 
rials. 

A graduate of the Ecole Centrale 
in Paris, one of France’s leading 
engineering schools, Citroen always 
has been primarily an engineer,

He was quick to realize the pro- 
duction possibilities” of American 
methods as exemplified in the low 
priced field and in 1919 he began 
putting low priced cars on the 
French market. From the United 
States he borrowed the ideas of 
mass production, and the standard- 
ization of parts. He employed 
American designs, machinery and 
patents. 

From the manufacture of auto- 


mobiles, Citroen branched out into 
allied fields, particularly the devel- 
opment of motor bus lines. The 
Government has sought to keep 
his company operating because it 
supplies the army, navy and air 


services with much of its motor- 
ized equipment. 


Short, dapper, with grayish hair 
thinning into baldness, Citroen and 
Madame Citroen, the former Made- 
moiselle Bingen, are often seen at 
the fashionable parties of Paris.

He was conscious that 
he needed a lot of watching, and he 
often expressed himself as deeply 
grateful to the wife who had pro- 
tected him against his own prodi- 
gality and carelessness and easy- 
going ways.” 

What was the method of _ this 
training? Take the matter of the 
flowers and candy. “Though I can- 
not remember his ever failing to 
appear without the expected gifts, 
I find it easy to imagine what 
would have happened if he had 
failed,’ the son observes. “The 
barometer would have fallen sharp- 
ly, and ice would have gathered on 
the eaves. My mother could con- 
vey displeasure without a spoken 
word.” The smell of liquor on the 
breath, the lapse into old gambling 
habits or from courtesy and 
thoughtfulness would cause the at- 
mosphere to become so chilly that 
life in the home was unendurable 
until the incident was made suffi- 
ciently memorable, if only by the 
rarity of her displeasure.

wholesome presence of girls about 
a growing boy was the best possible 
curb to sentimentality. “I can assure 
you,” the author now confesses, 
“that much of the romance of im- 
mature love disappears when the 
‘girl of your dreams’ becomes the 
regular week-end guest of your 
family. There is no dose as. ef- 
fective as an overdose.” Girls were 
an education in chivalry and cour- 
tesy, too, and supplied a need of a 
boy without sisters. 

But also, there were corrective 
measures. “Punishments were usu- 
ally in kind. You were punished 
according to the nature cf your 
crime. Her punishments were in- 
genious and remarkably varied. No 
other qualities so help to maxe pun- 
ishments effective.”’ He was warned 
in advance. The connection between 
cause and effect was inevitable and 
unescapable.

Medical Work 


Vitamins, Allergy, and Duct: 
less Glands Afford Chance 


For Research.

UR PREOCCUPATION this 
Q) wee with the Nobel prize win- 

ners, urges us to speculate upon 
possibilities to come. A glance at 
the work that the Nobel prize win- 
ners have done indicates several 
points, the possibility of the devel- 
opment of which I believe is not far 
off. 


For instance, the work of Land- 
steiner on blood grouping showed 
that the blood serum of one person 
of a certain type may dissolve the 
blood cells of another person. It is 
for this reason that the blood of 
donor and recipient has to be test- 
ed before blood transfusions can be 
performed. 


The report of only a few days ago 
from London that Dr. Lumsden had 
succeeded in producing a serum 
which had the selective power of 
killing certain cellsin a body, opens 
up the possibility of the thing that 
everyone has been looking for—can- 
cer cure. 


In another field, we seem to be on 
the very verge of making important 
progress. This is in our knowledge 
of the filterable viruses, which are 
considered to be the cause of the 
common cold, chickenpox, infantile 
paralysis, measles, and possibly 
many other infectious diseases. 


The future, at least the immedi- 
ate future, seems to many to belong 
to the biochemist and to the physio- 
chemist. They may be able to tell 
us something of the nature of tissue 
changes which will take us into the 
very heart of the mystery of life 
itself, 


In three departments of knowledge 
changes are being made so rapidly 
that we can easily predict before 
long, a widespread change in our 
ideas. These are the vitamins of 
food, the ductless glands and hyper- 
sensitivity or allergy. While work 
in these departments is very fever- 
ish, one feels a certain dissatisfac- 
tion with it. 


The allergist is able to do much 
for his patients, but no one has yet 
thrown any light on the actual na- 
ture of the process of hypersensi- 
tiveness, or the intimate chemical] 
changes which occur in the cells or 
the tissue juices. Until such a defi- 
nition is made, we feel that any 
fundamental progress will be ac- 
cidental rather than logical. 


The work on the ductless glands 
is unsatisfactory, because while it 
provides a fascinating lot of labora- 
tory results, the practical results 
are very few and far between. 


What we want about the vita,- 
mins, is more of them. There must 
be dozens as yet unidentified. 

Of course, it is possible that just 
ahead there is some startling dis- 
covery for which no preparation 
has been made, such as was the 
case with the X-ray. The applica- 
tion of the X-ray created a field of 
knowledge which simply did not 
exist before. 

Accidents have determined many 
medical discoveries in the past 
Galileo began to count the pulse 
because he saw a chandelier swing- 
ing. Galvani accidentally discov- 
ered the electrical nature of im- 
pulses while preparing frogs’ legs 
for supper. Whether such things 
will occur in the future as often as 
they have in the past is debatable.
